IN FRANCE, Oct. 29.—The first 
American wounded in the trenches 
arrived today at a base hospital. He 
is a Lieutenant of the signal corps. 
He was hit in the leg by a shell 
splinter. 

The Lieutenant was injured when 
working in a communication trench 
near the first line. The wound is 
slight. 


The weather was clear and cold 


today in the American sector. 


The first German prisoner of war 
taken by the American expeditionary 
forces died today in an American 
field hospital, having been shot when 
he encountered an American patrol 
in No Man's Land in front of the 
American trenches. 

He, with another German, was 

@iscovered Saturday night by the pa- 
trol and was called upon to halt. The 
Germans ran, the patrol fired and 
one of the enemy was hit. The pris- 
oner was treated at a dressing sta- 
tion and removed to a field hospital, 
where the combined efforts of sev- 
eral surgeons failed to save his life. 
The prisoner was a mail carrier, 
and letters of some. value were 
found on him. He explained his pres- 
ence near the American trenches by 
saying he had lost his way in the 
dark. He declared the Germén sol- 
diers did not know that Americans 
were on the front, or in France, the 
officers telling them nothing. 

The prisoner talked freely after 
reaching the hospital. He was a 
youth. ~From his cot he said in 
German: “I was going from our 
trenches with the mail following an- 
other man in the dark. We kept 
turning to the left when we should 
have kept turning to the right and 
as a result ran onto the patrol., Tho 
soldiers do not know you Americans 
are here, but the officers probably 
do. They tell us nothing. 

‘The German soldiers in the ranks 
are tired of the war and want it to 
end, but the officers want it to con- 
tinue, as they are well paid. Our 
food:is good, but we know nothing of 
conditions in the imterior of Ger- 
many. Sometimes no mall is per- 
mitted to reach us for eight weeks 
at a time.” 

The American doctor who operat- 
ed said the prisoner was very ‘‘game” 
despite his painful wound. 

American batteries are continuing 
to shell the German lines at regular 
intérvals, the enemy following sim!- 
lar tactics. There has been no spe- 
cial infantry activity.

COUNT VON HERTLING,

iSucceeds Michaelis Who Becomes Prime ’Min- 
ister of Prussia; Author of “America 
Against Europe” Idea.

has been appointed imperial Chancellor.

Count von Hertling was received yesterday by Riswebes Wil- 
liam simultaneously with Dr. Michaelis, the Imperial Chancellor, 


upon his arrival in Berlin.

Von Hertling a Believer in U-Boats; 
’ Predicted Early End of War. 

Count von Hertling was one of 
those most prominently mentioned 
to succeed former Chancellor von 
Bethmann Hollweg at the time Dr. 
Georg Michaelis, the retiring Chan- 
cellor, was named for that position. 
As Premier of Bavaria Count von 
Hertling had long been one of the 
most influential statesmen in the 
German empire. By virtue of his 
position as Bavarian Premier the 
Count was chairman ofthe Foreign 
Affairs Committee of the Bundesrat 
and great importance has been at- 
tached to his views. 


His most recent public utterance 
touching upon peace, so far as has 
béen reported in this.country, was 
made only a few days ago in the Ba- 
varian Chamber. He. declared that 
after Germany's existence, the safety 
of her frontiers and her free and 
peaceful development are guaranteed 
“we will be ready for peace.” He 
added: 

“If the entente won with American 
help,. America would step into En- 
gland’s place. America against Eu- 
rope—this is gradually becoming <he 
\character through the entente fault.” 
Resented President’s Peace Reply. 

Count von Hertling recently an- 
nounced in a.speech before the ‘3a- 
varian Diet that the Bavarian Gov- 
ernment was engaged in drawing up 


j@ bill which would result in giving 


trade and industrial interests strong- 
er representation in the Reichstag. 
At the same time he declared nis re- 


sentment of the tone of President 
Wilson’s reply to the peace proposal 
of Pope Benedict. 

“In all circumstances,” said Von 
Hertling, ‘‘we decline interference by 
our enemies in our internal political 
arrangements. We desire ourselves 
to regulate whatever is susceptible 
of amelioration or requires: altera- 
tions.”’ 

This, together with his announce: 
ment of the proposed extension of 
representation in the Reichstag, was 
then construed by observers as aa 
indication that he was a fairly ardent 
ndvocate of the further democratiza- 
tion of Germany’s Government. 

Proposed “Indemnity” by Trade. 

Last May the Bavarian Staats 
Zeitung, the-semi-official Bavarian 
newspaper and the personal organ of 
Count von Hertling, printed an in- 
spired article denying the necessity 
of Germany demanding a cash in- 
demnity as one of the conditions of 
peace. This urticle was written after 
Count von Hertling had _ returned 
from a conference with Emperor 
Charles and Foreign Minister Czernin 
of Austria at Vienna. 

The writer suggested that an 
agreement to permit German trade 
on its former terms in the old mar.- 
kets, the return of German ships 
and the surrender of German col)- 
nies would be the err of bil- 
lions of indemnity. 

On May 23 last Count von Hert 
ling was quoted as expressing the 
conviction that the war would end 
by fall and the submarine warfare’ 
would accomplish its purpose. 


GOVERNMENT TO REQUIRE COLD 
STORAGE GOODS BE SO MARKED 


Food Can Be Called “Fresh” Only for 
30 Days Under Regulations in 
Effect Thursday. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 30.—Special 
reguiationg for cold storage houses 
will be put in force by'the Food Ad- 
ministration Nov. 1, when distribu- 
tfon of the most important foodstuffs 
so under license. 

Poultry, eggs, butter and fresh or 
frozen fish stored 30 days or more 
comnot be sold as fresh and will not 
be permitted to go on salé unless 
marked with a placard “Cold Storage 
Coods.” All fresh meat, fresh meat 
rreducts, fresh fish, game, poultry, 
¢gxgs and butter must be marked with 
the date on which they are placed in 
warehouse will, be permitted to store 
zny tainted or diseased food. 

To check speculation, the Food Ad- 
ministration will limit loans and ad- 
vances by storage warehouse men. 
Warehouses will be classified as pub- 
lic or private and those storing goods 
on thelr own account as well as for 
the public will be required to take 
out dealers’ licensos. All warehouses 
will be required to file schedules of 
their rates with the Food Adminis- 
trator. 


480 MORE DRAFTED NEGROES

Official Publication of Patriotic and 
Battle Airs Placed on Market. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 30.—Uncle 
Sam published his first official song 
book and placed it on the market to- 
day. On the cover are inscribed his 
initials, “U. 8.,”" and the book is en- 
titled “Songs of the Soldiers and 
Sailors.” It is-issued by the Com- 
mittee of Training Activities of the 
Army and Navy Departments and 
will sell on the bodkstands for 25 
cents a copy.

Jury Out 18 Minutes in Second

FIRST WAS :A_ MISTRIAL 


Said Conscripted Men Need Not 
Serve; Sentence Suspended 
Until Tomorrow. 


Thomas Carnell, a salesman, of 
2713 Caroline street, on his second 
trial in the United States District 
Court, today was found gulity by a 
jury on each of two counts charging 
him with having made a speech cal- 
culated to cause insubordination and 
refusal of duty by military forces 
and with interfering with the 
cruiting and enlisting service. 

Judge Dyer suspended sentence 
until tomorrow to give Carnell’s 
counsel an opportunity to file a 
motion for arrest of judgment. The 
maximum penalty on each count is 
20 years in the penitentiary. 

Verdict in 18 Minutes. 

The case was given to the jury at 
3:30 p. m. yesterday, after argu- 
ments had been made by Assistant 
District Attorney Vance J. Higgs and 
Carnell’s counsel, former State Sen- 
ator Charles F. Krone. A _ verdict 
was reached after only 18 minutes’ 
deliberation. It was sealed and hand- 
ed to the Judge today. 

A previous hearing of the case re- 
sulted in a mistrial last Tuesday, 
when a jury failed to agree. It was 
learned the jurors stood 11 for con- 
viction and one for acquittal. The 
juror in the minority was Bernard 
W. Maginn, manager of the Central 
National 
plained his vote for acquittal on the 
ground that there were 12 witnessés 
for Carnell @fid only seven against 
him. 

After a mistrial had been ordered 
Judge Dyer was asked by the defense 
to disqualify himself on the ground 
that he showed prejudice in his in- 
structions to the jury. He refused to 
grant this request.

MONTREAL STOCK EXCHANGE TO 
REVERT TO MINIMUM PRICES 


System to Be Used to Prevent Brok- 
ers From Being Forced Into 
Liquidation. 

MONTREAL. Oct. 30.—As a meas: 
ure to prevent brokers from being 
forced into tiquidation on account of 
the recent weak markets, the Mon- 
treal Stock Exchange decided this 
morning to revert to the minimum 
price system which was in use for a 
time when the exchange reopened 
ufter closing on account of the war 
with Germany. 

The failure of the exchange to 
open at the’usual hour today gave 
rise to reports that brokers with 
heavy holdings were confronted 
with ruin. It was officially stated, 
however, that none of these brokers 
was actually on the brink of failure. 
The exchange opened at 11 a.m. 

Official announcement was made 
also that all the brokers were eager 
to put themselveg behind the war 
and in this connection it was pointed 
out that with minimum prices pre- 
vailing the brokers could feel free to 
pay less attention to their private in- 
terests and more to the financing 
necessary to the Government.

N. A. Baum, secretary of the as-° 
sociation, said at his home in Car- 
lyle, Ill, that he and Brooks had 
called on several distributers in St. 
Louls yesterday and then decided to 
hold another meeting. 

Demanded $3.50 a Hundred. 

The distributers and produ met 
last Wednesday in East St. Lotiis to 
make contracts for November. The 
producers demanded $3.60 a hundred 
pounds, an advance of 30 cents a 
hundred over the October -price. The 
distributers declined to accept this 
price, and the meeting wag adjourned 
by Brooks with the announcement 
that “the milk would belong to the 
producers after Nov. 1.” 

After the meeting Baum said the 
producers were negotiating with a 
corporation in St. Louis to distribute 
their milk independently of the pres- 
ent distributers. 

The producers’ price for Septem- 
ber was $2.20 a hundred and milk 
was retailed at 11 cents a quart. 
When the producers raised to $3.20.a 
hundred for October, the distribut- 
ers added 2 and 8 cents a quart to 
the retall price, but later made a uni- 
form price of 13 cents. 

Distributers’' Attitude. 

The large distributers said today 
that they had not seen Brooks or 
Paum since the meeting last Wednes- 
day and appeared surprised whuwn 
informed that another meeting is be- 
ing erranged.

NEW CONFERENCE 


ELIMINATIONS MADE 


Public Hearing Set for Next Tues- 
day Night on Settlement 
Proposals. 


President Richard McCulloch and 
Special Attorney Thomas M. Pierce 
of the United Railways have been re- 
quested by the Aldermanic Public 
Utilities Committee to pass judg- 
ment on final amendments to “Or- 


dinance No. 2,” one of two pending 
bills looking to a settlement of dif- 


ferences. between the city and the 
company. The Utilities Committee 
has set Friday evening for the con- 
ference between the company’s rep- 
resentatives and the committee. 

A public hearing on the amended. 
bill will be conducted by the com- 
mittee next Tuesday night. Indi- 
viduals and organizations that have 
shown interest in the ‘‘compromise” 
between the city and the company 
will receive. invitations to.attend the 
hearing and express their views con- 
cerning the final form of the pro- 
posed settlement. 

Following the emphatic’ declara- 
tion of McCulloch and Pierce, a 
week ago, that the company woul 
not accept amendments that had 


the - Utilities Committee last night 
éliminated : most of these. As _it 
stands, the amended bill is practical- 
ly “Ordinance No. 2." - Mayor Kiel 
had predicted that the committee 
after a feint at drastic changes, 
would adopt at least the substance 
of “Ordinance No. 2." 

Provisions Eliminated. 
The provisions empowering the 
city to remove the United Railways 
tracks from any street “when 
deemed .beneficial to .the public:” a 
section requiring the immediate pay. 
ment of the accrued mill taxes and 
the clause compelling the United 
Railways to operate a subway or els- 
vated system even though this wer: 
unprofitable, and at the same tim 
reserving the city’s right to exclude 
th» company from this privilege and 
grant a franchise to another cor- 
poration, were elimrnated by the 
committee. 

Provisions on Subways. 
The committee agreed that the 
authority, to remove the company’s 
tracks might be misused and thus 
result in its gradual exclusion from 
the streets. Members of the cor 
mittee retained the original provision 
on the subject of subways and ele 
vated lines at the instance of Con- 
sulting Fingineer C. B. Smith. This 
provision would give the city the 
right to build a subway or elevated 
road, or to grant a franchise to an- 
cther cdémpany, or to compel. the 
United Railways to operate the un 
derground or overhead system when- 
ever the company’s earnings were 
rufficient to pay operating expenses. 
The committee’s amendments that 
have not been expunged thus far are 
those reducing the term of the frar.- 
chise from 560 years, as provided in 
Ordinance No. 2, to 30 years, and the 
rection imposing a tax of 3 per cent 
n the company's gross receipts and 
a tax on its net earnings above 7 
per cent on its. investment. 

Tax on Gross Receipts. 
In “Ordinance No. 2” the tax on 
the company is oné of 3 per cent of 
its grods receipts, and this takes the 
place*of the presént mill tax and 
franchise. taxes which now amount 
to $478,000 a year, but which will 
grow less in the future due to the 
gradual expiration of the underlying 
franchises in which this form of 
payment is stipulated. 
It is expected that McCulloch will 
repeat next Friday his.previous ob- 
jections to this supertax on net 
earnings. Last week he said the 
company would not accept it because 
the “straight” tax of 3 per cent was 
all the Company could bear.

Knitted wool sweaters, mufflers 
and wristlets as Christmas gifts not 
only will be few and far between, but 
may lead 6000 St. Louis women to 
charge the knitter with being a 
“slacker,” if a movement begun at 
the knitting shop of the St. Louis 
Chapter of the American Red Cross, 
Ninth and Olive streets, proves suc- 
cessful. 


Every effort is being made to dis- 
courage knitting for civilian purposes 
in the city, and a majority of the 
downtown department stores have 
promised to aid the Red Cross in the 
movement, according to Miss F. A. 
Lynes, in charge of the knitting shop. 

“There are 5000 women engaged 
here in knitting garments for our 
soldiers in France and in the canton- 
ments, Miss Lynes pointed out, “and 
more than $7000 worth of comfort- 
able wool winter clothing has been 
sent from the knitting shop to France, 
but the practice of knitting sweaters 
and other garments for Christmas 
gifts, if carried on extensively, wil! 
greatly interfere with this patriotic 
work. For this reason every one of 
our workers has promised to. use 
every means possible to keep their 
friends from doing this sort of work.” 

Stores to Co-Operate. 

In the department stores, buyers of 
wool yarn will be encouraged to 
select only neutral colors, said Miss 
Lynes, and suggestions made that 
the yarn be fashioned into a garment 
for a soldier. Brightly colored yarns 
will be banished whenever possible 
from display counters, she:said.

EXCEPT FOR ti HEADLINE ACT 


thout “Naughty uxhty Princess,” Show 

shi Would Be Well Worth While; 
With It? 

Without the musical comedy head- 
line act, the Orpheum Theater's bill 
this week would be unusually well 
worth the price of admission. ‘With 
the musical comedy act, and consid- 
ering that one has to sit through ft 
to see the rest of the bill, it is a 
question just what the whole per- 
formance is worth. A makeshift so- 
lution of the difficulty would be to 
put the musical comedy act at the 
end of the bill. 
“The Naughty Princess” is, with 
a cast of 21, prettily enough staged, 
and the acting and singing are bet- 
ter than the Imes and songs. The 
“Now I Lay Me” prayer scene of- 
fends against good taste, and the 
succeeding situation, in which a girl 
manipulates herself into a man’s 
bedroom, is without excuse. In gen- 
eral, musical comedy acts should not 
be in vaudeville. They either give 
the audience too much for its money 
or too little for fts time. And they 
do not fit in. 
But Ray Samuels fits in, with her 
slapdash character songs; and Ed- 
win George, with his droll juggling 
monologue; and Harry Holman, in 
his character of a sardonic business 
boss; and Ernest R. Ball and Maude 
Lambert. Ball, one of the most suc- 
cessful of song writers, is also a very 
amusing piano comedian, and Miss 
Lambert’s singing was very prettily 
done. Besides his own songs, Ball 
sang the ballad, which is rapidly be- 
coming familiar, about the wounded 
soldier who does not desire to re- 
cover. 
Dancing acts have become rare, 
and Decima and McLean’s act was 
as much acrobatics as dancing. The 
man tossed the woman, who is at 
least as heavy as himself, about in| 
the air, and hfs annunclatory genu- 
flections, as he gave the names of 
the “dances,” caused repeated 
laughs. The Asahi Troupe of Japa- 
nese magicians did a laughable foun- 
tain trick, which looked like an ad- 
vertisement for an automatic sprink- 
ler system; a vanishing lady act, and 
several receptacle tricks which have 
a familiar look, but are as difficult 
to understand as ever. T. Asahi’s 
thumb trick was performed in the 
aisle as well as on the stage, and 
consisted of getting his hands around 
upright objects, in spite of links 
which appeared to hold his thumbs 
together.

PLASTIC SURGERY SCHOOL TO 
USE 60 BODIES IN STUDIES 


Permit for Burial Reveals Plans for 
Experiments to Learn of Wounds 
in Trench Warfare. 

In its study of facial wounds pe- 
cullar to trench warfare, the army 
School in Plastic Surgery, recently 
established at the Washington Uni- 
versity Medical School, will use 60 
bodies in experimental work between 
Oct. 15, last, and Jan. 1, 1918. This 
was learned yesterday when the 
Health Department issued a permit 
for the burial of the bodies in Pot- 
ter’s field. One of the bodies was 
buried last Tuesday. 

Dr. R. J. Terry, head of the de- 
partment of anatomy of ths medicai 
school, said that the army school is 
following instructions issued by the 
Surgeon-General’s office in Wash- 
ington. Only the heads of the bodies, 
he said, will be dissected. 

About 30 officers of the Medical 
Reserve Corps are studying plastic 
surgery at the army school on as- 
signment from the Surgeon-General.

While former national guard members and 
regular army men ineligible for war service 
formed the nucleus of the home guard organiza- 
tion, most of those who enlisted in the body were 
without training. The practice hike Sunday of 
the First Regiment, St. Louis Home Guard, fol- 
lowed by a dress parade in Forest Park on their 
march baek to the city, gave 10,000 or more St. 
Loufsans their first chance to estimate the value 
of the new defense force. The helpfulness in the 
column of men of military experience who have 
given their services as officers and noncommis- 
vioned officers was apparent. The ceremony was 
executed with precision and the movements of 
the march showed proficiency in the military 
fundamentals. 
In organizing and instructing the regiment a 
patriotic labor has been performed to such good 
purpose as to accomplish unexpected results with- 
ing a brief space of time.

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MADE-IN-ST. LOUIS SHIPS. 
A week after the establishment of shipyards 
at St. Louis was urged by Secretary Redfield 
active measures are under way for carrying the 
suggestion into effect. 
Preliminary dispositions will be undertaken 
by a committee of representative financiers and 
business men, named by the Chamber of Com- 
merce. A company of powerful resources in cap- 
ital and in the capacity of its personnel is to be 
organized. A part of the plan is that the busi- 
ness interests of St. Paul, Memphis and New 
Orleans shall unite with those of St. Louis in 
subscriptions to the stock and that it shall be 
made a Migsissippi Valley and not merely a local 
enterprise. 
Whether some part of the stock should be 
offered at popular subscription in small amounts 
is a detail which the projectors will do well to 
consider. The larger the number of shareholders 
the greater the interest in the success of the en- 
terprise and the wider the co-operation in realiz- 
ing its possibilities. 
Inseparable from this project, of course, are 
various plans for the cheap assembling of coke 
and iron ore at this point and the expansion of 
the local steel industry, already of large impor- 
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tance. Among these plans, that for mining opera- 
tions on a considerable scale at the iron deposits 
of Wayne County, Mo., may be believed to have 
promise. Steel is the material for river and ocean 
craft of high efficiency, but if a demand for spe- 
cial purpose river steamers or barges of wood is 
still occasionally to be met, St. Louis’ status as 
one of the great markets for forest products af- 
fords unsurpassed advantages for their construc- 
tion. | 

Capt. Eads, from 1861 to 1865, built at this port 
many armored gunboats which rendered a war 
service of especial value. The industry which 
received an impetus from their construction flour- 
ished for many years after the war. The influ- 
ences leading to its gradual decline must be 
avoided in establishing the revived industry. 

In all plans made the idea must be kept in 
mind that a shipyard enterprise is only a means 
to an end of vastly greater importance.‘ That end 
is a full utilization of the navigation possibili- 
ties of the Mississippi and its tributaries.

A great 
navigation corporation should supplement a great 
shipbuilding corporation. 
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With fuel at hand fn TIlfnofs, water | in the Mis 
sisippi and great timber lands to the south and 
large iron and steel plants there is no reason why 
St. Louis should not become a great shipbuilding 
center. The possibilities - visualized by Lord 
Northcliffe and Secretary Redfield can be ma- 
terialized. 
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A SONENEOLIE FAILURE. 
The recent thrust of the French against the 
armies of the Crown Prince near Soissons, re- 
sulting in the capture of thousands of prisoners 
and strongly fortified positions again calls at- 
tention to the utter failure of the Hohenzollern 
heir apparent as a military commander. ‘Recent 
dispatches from Germany have indicated that the 
popularity of Friedrich Wilhelm has been de- 
clining rapidly since the Verdun debacle and his 
latest defeat is not calculated to restore him to 
the favor of the people. 
The military career of the Crown Prince from 
the outbreak of the war has been a series of de- 
feats, blunders and retreats. Provided with the 
pick of the German regiments and the best ar- 
tillery and auxiliaries he has not only failed to 
gain any victories but has, in a large measure, 
been responsible for defeats of more capable Gen- 
erals. 
The affair at Verdun speaks for itself. Sacrt- 
ficing 600,000 picked men in vain assaults, the 
Crown Prince after several months advanced & 
few miles. By a counter thrust the French in a 
few hours took back all that had been lost. 
The scene then shifts to the Chemin Des Dames 
where the Potsdam stripling has been sending 
Bavarian regiments into machine gun abbatoirs 
without gaining an inch of territory. The re-

Shoes That Wear 25 Years 


OON we may be buying shoes 
with a 6000-mile guarantee, if 
the lessons of the war should tempt 
some astute manufacturer to intro- 
duce Esparto grass shoes in America. 
These are made principally in Spain 
and Portugal, and to some extent in 
the mountain districts of France bor- 
dering upon Spanish territory. A 
single pair often will last 25 years, it 
is said, and a pair of Esparto shoes 
only 10 years old may be said to 
have been just “broken in.” 

This’ grass is of a peculiar tough- 
ness, is practically wearproof, and 
makes a very comfortable shoe. The 
Spanish peasants fashion the fiber 
into a shoe that resembles a mocca- 
sin, sometimes dyed in lively tints. 
The sole is loosely woven, and in the 
course of years sand and gravel ad- 
here to the sole, making it as hard 
as leather. But they are said to be 
thoroughly comfortable at all times. 

Recently a foreign concern estab- 
lished a plant in Spain and started to 
make these shoes for export. But it 
is said that the firm used an inferior 
grade of the grass and its shoes did 
not prove satisfactory. But the high 
cost of leather'and the long-wearing 
qualities of the Esparto shoe combine 
to offer what appears to be an ex- 
cellent opportunity for a good stroke 
of business. ,
